THE PETITION OF WRONG. 

The ex-missioiuiry continues tn Imrp on 
the petition of (niianunied) riglit U> the 
evident disgust of his few readers. In 
point of fact, the whole object of the 
Stamtanr^ existence at this time would 
appear to be an endeavor to bully the 
■^'overnment into paying a claim to which 
The editor of that newspaper has not the 
ahghtest legal or moial light. This piiai- 
tion is proved by tno attitude the gcjv- 
ernmenta of Mr. Walkeni and Mr. Hea- 
ven nssumod towards the e.K-niissioniiry's 
"bill." During the session of ISS'i, it 
will bo remonibered, the then finance 
minister was asked respecting the cost of 
the mission to England. The reply wa.-i 
that it would not exceed Sn.oOO. Later 
in the year, when the missionary sought 
re-election, ho . stated at IMiilharnionic 
Hall that the expenses would not exceed 
S-J,r)00; and on the llith Juno, in his; 
own paper, he published a tabulated state 
niont to the same effect. The Beaven i 
government remained in power till the 
February following the general elections ! 
and ou the very eve of the retirement of : 
that government the nii.ssionary sent in 
an amended account statmg that the total ! 
cost of the mission exceeded §12,000! 
The Beaven government went out of j 
office without having recognized the ac- I 
count; and the evidence of Mr. Beaven i 
ljufore a parliamentary committee shows j 
that he was as greatly surprised at the j 
existence of the amended account as he I 
was at the size of it. In the com t pro- 
ceedings which followed Mr. Beavon, j 
although minister of linance of the gov- 
ernment that employed Mr. DeCosmos, I 
ifi/.s nut i-nUf'l ii.s i( i' i7n.'.v,<; neither wm.s 
Mr. Humphreys, who was provincial secre- 
tary in the same government. The.si' are 
aignificant facts which should never he i 
lost sight of. The learned judge say.s (hat 
Mr. DeCosmos has a moral riglit tttcom- 
Iionsati<m; but his lordship does not say 
that the ex missionary i.-i entitled to even 
a, titho of hit' onorinmis ilemand. Now, 
most people are of opinion that if the 
missionary ever had a moral claim to 
compensation, he destroyed it liy repre- 
senting through the medium of press and 
platform that the whole expenses of his 
mission were only §4,000, while ho held 
in the back ground a bill of S7500 more. 
These statements, made to deceive the 
electors, reveal the unindi alitij of the 
transaction; and Mr. Heaven's evidence 
but adds to the unfavorable aspect the 
affair presents. In previous articles it 
has been shown that it cost more to send 
to and bring back from London 
the B. C. delegate than it cost the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa to send and to bring 
back from London three members and 
throe secretaries. Our delegate did noth- 
ing; while the Ottawa delegates tloated 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The other 
day wo read an exceedingly virnleni article 
in the ex missionary's pa|.er. I' was 
lieaded"OurDo iNothiiigtloviM-nmont. " Yet 
the fact remains that in eight nmnthi the 
ministry have accompli.shutl nuiic than 
their predecessors did in eleveiiyears. 8mco 
taking ofBce in February last they have 
secured the island railwayand the rightsof 
settlers on the railway bolts; rid the 
country of the drydock elephant and ob- 
tained for British Columbia a fair share 
of the Dominion immigration fund. 
'I'he late government made it to the inter- 
tat of the ex-missionary to keep alive all I 
(|uest{ona in dispute between the Domin- 
ion and the province. As long as he 
could live on the fat of the land and travel 
like a nabob on the continent of Europe 
at provincial expense he was determined 
ihore should bo no settlement; and the 
very moment -Jthis free suppers of turtle 
soup and Roderer were cut off he sat down 
to prepare his bill. The present govern- 
ment have acted in a constitutional course 
throughout. In granting him a tiat they 
acted very ditlerently tii their [irede 



which should and will have tobedone.even 
if money has to be borrowed for the pur- 
pose. The present condition of the street 
has blighted the life, and mayhap caused 
the death, of a gallant naval otlicur, and 
the best exprMsion of sorrow for its past 
neglect that the city can show is to in- 
stantly abate what is a most dangerous 
nuisance, and what has possibly proved a 
death-trap.

The better class (jf .\nieriean papers re- 
gard Fremier Smithe's speech to the Am- 
erican journalists in its proper light. It 
is aecented as a fitting rebuke to the hi 
falutin of young Pierrepuiut and has set 
the country right in the eyes of tho world 
at large. Pierriipoiiit, while here, fell 
intotho company of men like our esteemed 
morning contemporary who.'te bombastic 
airs and language deci'ivcd him as to the 
real state of public opinion in this pi o- 
vince.

THE COOK STliEKT JJJTCII. 

The late terrible acdidont on Cook 
street calls for energetic action on the 
part of the municipal council in causing 
immediate steps to be taken to prevent 
the possibility of a recurrence of a siniil,-ir 
disaster.

Tlio Late Sad Aeioident, 

It was decided by the physicians who 
attended Lieut. Leea at St. Joaoph'a hoa- 
pital that aa aoon as it could safely be 
done he should be removed to the Naval 
hospital at Es<iuinialt, agreeably with his 
own wislies. Monday morning was fixed 
for the removal, and it was the Admiral's 
intention at lirat to have the injured man 
carried down by road in a cot supported 
by bluejackets; but it was tinally duter 
iiiiiicd to muko the journey by water, and 
ill accordance with thia arrangement the 
Swiftauro'a aleain pinnace, towing one of 
the ship's cutter, came alongside Jones' 
Imiiling. The cutter had been completely 
covered in with canvasto screen the aufl'er- 
or from Iho wind, who was shortly after 
brought to the landing from the hospital 
by sailors, who carried the pole on which 
the cut was auapondod, and the boat with 
her mournful freight steamed away. A 
more frightful accident than 'that eipori- 
ciiood by Lieut. Lees it has not come 
witliifi thu province of Victoria doctora to 
attend. The naval aurgemia are -.if opin- 
ion that with skill and attention he can 
bu brought safely through; but that no 
lineaiiienta of hia former aelf will remain. 
The ditch into which ho waa precipitated 
is at that spot quite six feet deep, and 
down its aide were to bo seen the marks 
of blood where the unfortunate man had 
attein|)to<l to get out, and a little lower 
down, where he had evidently succeedeil, 
was a large pool of blooil. The "grit 
w hich Lieut. Lees must have had In t ra 
vellug from the illlch to where he was 
diacivered ia in keeping with Ihe Spait.iii 
fmtitinle he has since displayed under bis 
aiitl'eringa. Admiral Lyons and the cap 
tains, <itlicera and men of the lleel have 
shiiwn the grwiteaf solicitude and concern 
for the recovery of t'le siifierer, in which 
issue they are, wo feel certain, most ear 
neatly joined by all the citizens of lOsiiui- 
luiilt and Victoria. A telephone to this 
o nice from Esquimau last night repoiieil 
the unfortunate gentleman as progressing 
favorably.
